TO REMOVE TAX 
ON TOLL MESSAGES 


The removal of the message tax 
on long distance 
telephone 
calls, 
which w ill become effective July 2, 
midnight, will m ean an annual sav­ 
ing of about $360,000 to the users of 
Bell telephone toll lines in Missouri, 
according to the estim ate 
of 
the 
S outhw estern Bell telephone com­ 
pany. 
The actual am ount paid last 
year by the Missouri telephone users 
was in excess of $258,000. 
T he removal of the message tax Is 
p a r t i c u l a r l y com pensatory to those 
m aking 
short-haul 
long 
distance 
calls. 
The tax was applied on a 
basis of 5 cents for each call 
in 
excess of 14 cents and not exceeding 
49 cents. Messages 
on 
w*hich 
the 
charge w as 50 cents or more paid a 
tax of IO cents per message. 
This 
m eans th a t there will be 25 per cent 
reduction in the cost of short-haul 
business. 
T he present 20 cent calls 
will become 15 cents. All 
60 
cent 
calls revert to their normal base of 
50 cents. 
The Telephone 
Company 
acted 
only as agent for the Government 
collecting this tax, and the reduc­ 
tion in rates results entirely from 
the action of th e governm ent rater 
than any action on the part of the 
company. 
Engineers for the Tele­ 
phone com pany stated 
th a t 
more 
than 
50 per cent of all the calls 
m ade 
in 
Missouri 
are 
short-haul 
calls and these will be materially 
affected by the removal of the tax.

If 
our fight fails we will go forth dis­ 
appointed 
but we will not skulk, we 
will not waver, we will not desert. 
W e take our posts of duty fighting 
wi:h you in the front ranks against 
our common political enemy. 
"If our cause fails our 
answ er 
will be th e reply of th* school boys 
of Boston common who 
replied 
to 
the British General Gag*4 that they 
were Americans. 
"The cause for which we stand 
will not be abandoned even though 
you hesitate to speak today. 
The 
democratic party h a t always been 
the friend of the immigrant. In our 
party Catholic and Jew and foreign 


born have found asylum and have 
enjoyed its place and leadership. 
It has been 
the 
party 
of 
the 
downtrodden and the poor on every 
great question. It has always been 
the party of those of least able to 
speak for themselves. I speak for 
those who ask no favor of privilege 
in time of peace but only ask the 
privilege in time of war to die for 
their country. 
They demand no pro­

"If you can denounce Bolshevism 
you can denounce Ku Kluxism. Does 
any m an here question that this or­ 
ganization seeks to deny the rights 
of holding public office to Catholics. 
Jew* or foreign born? 
"7 h e tem porary chairman said in 
his speech that our country needed 
a Paul Revere. 
Then in God s name 
inscribe on his banner as she goes 
forth from this convention ‘religious 
freedom for all.’ ” 
W. H. Moore of Youngstown, Ohio, 
followed Senator Walsh. 
He said he 
had been Informed that the imperial 
wizard and the grand 
dragon 
had 
been boasting he had secured twenty 
votes against the minority plank in 
the Ohio delegation. 
"I don’t believe it,” said Mr. Moore, 
"but if its true that the wizard can 
come in here and get us all in his 
vest pocket, I for one propose to 
crawl out. 
“I will discuss with you the polit­ 
ical aspect of this situation. 
If you 
think this minority plank will beat 
a candidate I wouldn't give a penny 
for the nomination in this conven­ 
tion. 
You all know* that if we don't 
denounce the Ku Klux Klan there is 
no politician in tlTe South but who 
must go home and ally himself with 
the Klan.” 
In the middle-west, he continued, 
a politician would not dare ally him­ 
self with the Klan and he proceeded 
to analyze the political aspects of the 
situation. 
Andrew C. Erwin of Athens, Ga., 
who followed Mr .Moore, said the Ku 
Klux Klan w*as the most vital ele­ 
m ent the party had to determine. 
Demonstration Staged 
Erwin, who apparently 
was 
the 
only delegate in the Georgia delega­ 
tion to favor the denunciation of the 
Klan stirred up a dem onstration he 
didn’t expect and turned the conven­ 
tion into an uproar. 
A 
big virile 
young fellow* he strode back to his 
seat in the delegation after he fin­ 
ished his denciation of the Klan. 
A 
>oung woman rushed forward 
from 
another delegation and kissed 
him. 
Then a parade of the standards from 
other states to the 
Georgia 
space 
followed and soon the standards of 
Alabama, Wyoming, Arizona, 
Ken­ 
tucky, Maryland, Iowa, Nevada, New 
Hampshire, North Dakota New* York, 
Pennsylvania, 
Connecticut, 
Louisi­ 
ana, Rhode Island, District of Colum­ 
bia, Maine,

Then the band played Star Spangled 
B anner bringing everyone to atten ­ 
tion and convention went back to bus 
iness again.

ina ban n er from going into the 
demonstrate^. 
Jard Y. banders of Hammond, La., 
was the next speaker.

Jennings Bryan followed and 
received a standing 
demonstration 
from the convention floor 
and gal­ 
leries 
He was introduced as "that 
evereu democrat.” 
The gieat com­ 


moner and war horse, nominee ot 
three democratic 
conventions 
him­ 
self, wearing his hair a little shorter 
and looking a little 
older, 
looked 
over the audience with that same old 
■mile of confidence. 
“It 
is 
now 
twenty-eight 
years 
since 
democratic 
conventions 
be­ 
came gracious enough to invite me 
and patient enough to listen to me. 
I have not words to 
express 
my 
gratitude for the love and loyalty to 
millions of democrats

tee by seven members headed by 
Newton D. Baker follows: 
International Cooperation. 
The most important problem fac­ 
ing the nations of the world today 
is how to recover from the last war 
and remove the menace of future 
wars. 
The only hope for world petvce 
and for economic recovery lies in 
the organized efforts of sovereign 
nations cooperating to remove the 
causes of war and to substitute law 
and order for violence. 
Only thus 
can we outlaw war, stop prepara­ 
tions for war and keep out of war. 
Under 
democratic 
leadership a 
practical 
plan was devised w’hich 
fifty-four nations are now operating 
and which has for its fundamental 
purpose the free cooperation of all 
nations in the works of peace. 
The leaders of 
the 
republican 
party opposed that plan by gross 
misrepresentations. 
They 
subordi­ 
nated the peace of the world and 
the welfare of this nation to doubt­ 
ful party advantage. 
They have not 
card e d out their promise of a sub­ 
stitute. 
The 
government 
of 
the 
United States, which 
has 
always 
taken the lead has. for the past 
four years and for the first time In 
its history, fallen behind in efforts 
for international peace and justice. 
This 
republican 
administration 
made one limited effort to reduce 
the instruments of war but none to 
reduce the causes of war.

Agriculture. 
During the four years of republi­ 
can governm ent the economic con­ 
dition of the American farm er has

Railroads. 
The 
sponsors 
for the 
Esh-Cum- 
mins transportation act of 1920, at 
the time of its presentation to con­ 
gress, stated th at it had for its pur­ 
poses the reduction of the cost of 
transportation, the im provem ent of 
service, the bettering of labor con­ 
ditions, the prom otion of peaceful 
cooperation betw een em ployer and 
employe, and at the sam e time, the 
assurance of a fair and Just return 
to the railroads upon their invest­ 
ment.

W. E. Merrifield Who Be­ 
came 111 Here Died At 
St. Louis Hospital. 


W. E. Merrifield, superintendent 
of the eastern division of the Mis­ 
souri Pacific with headquarters at 
Jefferson City, died at the company 
hospital in St. Louis shortly after 
6 o'clock Friday evening. Death fol­ 
lowing an illness of many months. 
He was 55 years old. 
The Jefferson City Capital-News 
In an article on his passing says. 
Superintendent 
Merrifield 
had 
been in poor health since last No­ 
vember. The first of this year he 
went on a southern tour and return­ 
ed a few weeks afterwards appar­ 
ently much improved in health. 
He 
became seriously ill while in Seda­ 
lia on last June 16th where his con­ 
dition became so serious that it was 
impossible to remove him to a hos­ 
pital in that city for 
days 
after­ 
wards. 
Believing later that he was 
well started on the road to recovery 
Missouri Pacific officials had him 
taken on last Thursday to the rail­ 
road hospital in the Missouri metro­ 
polis. Suffering a relapse almost on 
his arrival there he succumbed less 
than 24 hours later. 
“Superintendent 
Merrifield 
was 
born in Pennsylvania, 
coming 
to 
Missouri when but a mere babe. He 
received his elementary 
education 
in the public schools of Sedalia and 
Jefferson City and his higher train­ 
ing at the Wentworth Military Aca­ 
demy at Lexington, being a member 


of the first class to enter the institu­ 
tion after it had been founded. 
His railroad career, which 
is

young ambitious operator to division

Jay Driving, careless, thoughtless driving and in some instances, deliberate attempts to violate traffic rules, are becoming 
more and more frequent and menacing, causing unnecessary deaths and too many unwarranted accidents. 


There are laws governing the operation of automobiles; there are laws that regulate the driving of automobiles; there 
are laws that regulate the lighting of automobiles. These laws are not only of a local character—they are state laws and are 
made with the idea of curbing carelessness and making it less hazardous for those who are on the streets whether in automo­ 
biles or walking. 
Wild, reckless, law defying motorists must be curbed. 
The motorists must obey the laws. 
Recklessness must cease. 


Pedestrias are also urged to look to the right and to the left before crossing street intersections, and NEVER cross the 
street in the middle of the block. 
Here Is The Law Governing The Operation 
and Driving of Motor Vehicles 
(Section 21—Laws of Missouri, 1921, Extra Session). 


An operator or driver of a motor vehicle shall have the right of way over an operator 
or driver of another motor vehicle who is appoaching from the left on an intersect­ 
ing highway, and shall give the right of way to an operator or driver of a motor 
vehicle approaching from the right on an intersecting highway. 
The right of way 
shall mean the right to proceed when two or more vehicles will reach an intersection 
at approximately the same time. 


• , 
The Lighting of Motor Vehicles 
(Section 22—Missouri Laws). 
On account of the length of this section, the text of the law only is given here: 
All motor vehicles, during the period from one half hour after sunset to one half hour 
before sunrise, and at all times when fog or other atmospheric conditions render the 
operation of motor vehicles dangerous on the highway, shall carry lighted signal 
lamps, so constructed, mounted and adjusted, to project the required kind of light 
so it shall be plainly visible at least 500 feet in the direction projected. 
Two white 
lights mounted in front and directed forward, and one red light mounted at the back 
and directed to the rear, shall be displayed. 
This law’ governs the lighting of motor 
cycles as w’ell as bicycles in the same manner as motor vehicles. 


It will be seen by the above law that motorists are in violation of the law when one light is out. 
The law specifically 
states that AT LEAST TWO lights shall be mounted on the front of motor vehicles. It will also be seen that when automobiles 
do not display rear or tail lights in red, that they are in violation of the law. 
' 
Glasses in headlights shall be so moulded that the lighted filiment shall appear at least slightly blurred or deformed, 
and all light emitted shall be diffused. The major portion thereof being latterly only, but to an extent sufficientto blend the 
light so as to materially shoi*ten its range, and spread it more widely over the road. 
Plain, cleai*, door-glasses, or molded lenses, which merelely deflect the major portion of the light, without diffusing or 
blending it, shall be used. 
This paragraph of the law means that headlights of a blinding intensity shall not be used to the disadvantage of ap­ 
proaching motorists. 
No search light or spot light shall he used on highways, within the limits of municipalities, except in emergencies or 
when headlights are inadequate owing to rain or fog, and then only provided the shaft of condensed light is directed down­ 
ward below the level of the lamp, and at no time into the eyes of other persons. 


It is therefore a violation of the law to “throw” a spotlight either to the right or left, or directly in front when driving 
or otherwise, that will serve to the disadvantage of approaching motorists or pedestrians. 
The rules governing headlights require that the lights shall be of sufficient strength to throw the light five hundred feet 
and are to be adjusted on a level with the car to give proper and adequate protection without “blinding" approaching motor­ 
ists within the city limits or on public highways. 
Motor vehicles when at rest at and parallel with the right hand curb, may display one lamp mounted on the left hand 
side and so constructed and adjusted as to project one white light forward and one red light to the rear. 


PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS 
(Section 29—Paragraph D—Missouri Laws). 
Any person who violates any of the provisions of this act. shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished by a fine of not less 
than five dollars ($5.00) or more than five hundred dollars ($500), or by imprisonment in the county jail for a term not ex­ 
ceeding two years, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 
The above laws are the same as enacted by city ordinances by the City Council of the City of Sedalia, which body, un­ 
der the state law, is granted the privilege of making and enforcing other regulations governing the operation of motor ve­ 
hicles within the city limits, and the City Council of Sedalia has enacted a speed limit ordinance which makes it a violation 
for any motorist to drive faster than eight (8) miles'per hour in the down town or business districts, 
and not faster than

WASHINGTON. 
June 
28.—The 
constitutionality 
of 
the 
soldiers’ 
bonus law passed by the last con­ 
gress was upheld yesterday by Jus­ 
tice Stafford of the District of Co­ 
lumbus supreme court in dismissing 
a suit filed by Jospeh Wheless, New 
York attprney. 
Justice Stafford quoted from pre­ 
vious decisions by the United States 
supreme court in denying the right 
of Wheless to attack the constitu­ 
tionality of the bonus law. Wheless 
declares the law is ‘class legislation* 
because it discriminates against of­ 
ficers who served in the world war. 
Argument on a similar suit by 
Benjamin L. Catchings, New York, 
was postponed for a month.
